USSR Rugby Federation Cup takes off 


The International rugby tour- 
namenl, Involving the USSR, 
Italy, Poland, Yugoslavia and 
Japan, which will be getting 
under way on August 15 in 
Moscow, might seem to bo just 
one more sporls fixture at first 
glance, tu fact the tournament 
will be highly instrumental In 
popularizing a game which has 
been picking up powerful 
momentum ■ in the past few 
years. There are now 70 coun- 
tries in the world which play 
rugby, but, strangely enough, 
there Is no single International 
federation and consequently no 
world rugby championships. 
The International Amateur Rug- 
by Federation Cup, or Ihe Eu- 
ropean championship, is prac- 
tically tho only major event nr 
Us kind for most rugby-playing 


countries. There is. of course, 
the "Cup ol Five No l ions", but 
11s list ol competitors (Britain, 
Ireland, France, Wales and 
Scotland) has remained unchan- 
ged now for several decades. 
This Cup Is regarded as Ihe 
most prized trophy In world 
rugby, but Ibis year France, 
the present Cup holders, came 
second only lo Romonln In the 
European championship, while 
the USSR, a comparative debu- 
tdnt, was placed third. 

Meantime, Hie newcomers lo 
Ihe game — aro confidently 
upgrading their class. We be- 
lieve that the USSR Rugby Fe-

An alreblp wllh a capacity of 
75 tonnes, 135 metres in length,

January I, 1982 will sco a 
rise Id wholesale prices for 
many types of raw materials.

At flint glance, this Him slauds apart from 
previous work by Ihb talented actor and direc- 
tor. For Ihe put 20 yean Matveyev has con- 
centrated ou portraying the vivid, romantically- 
Inclined hero of our lime, a lorle for which 
Ihe actor's natural flan, generosity and passion 
are eminently suited. 

Olio Immediately thinks of Makar Nagulnov's 
burning eyes, Is llie Mm version of "The Virgin 
Soil Upturned". Sholokhov's hero with his bol 
temperament and childishly naive and pure soul 
was one of the first roles Ihat Matveyev played 
end one at his favourite, Sergeant Fedolov, 
from 1 'One's Own Blood", b quite e different 
cup of lea. lie Is manfully reserved, a man of 
few words, yel, al lbs same lime, full of Inner 


strength and nobility. Millions of viewers, and 
not In our country alone, have been captivated 
by Matveyev's performances. Ilb portrayal ol 
Leonid Brezhnev, head of the political depart- 
ment ol the 18th Army during World War Two, 
In the cinema epic "The Soldiers of Freedom", 
Is one ol bis very best roles. 

No less popular sie the Aims Matveyev has 
directed. 57 million people In one year saw his 
"Earthly Love" and the "Fate", based on the 
novel by the Soviet writer Pyoli Prosknrln, tn 
which Matveyev plays the part ol collective 
farm chairman Zakhar Deryugin.

Another part Matveyev has played Is that 
ol Pugachov, the leader of Ihe 18th century 
peasant uprising. The actor has created kb own 
Pugachov, a powerful and tragic Ugure from Rus- 
■lan history, who seems to encompass all the 
pain and suffering Inherent In the people. This 
pain b ever present In Pugachov's eyes which 
never laugh, even amidst the most unrestrained 
merry-niaklug. 

Matveyev, himself, believes that his charac- 
ters have one theme In common — they Uve al 
the extreme limits of their capability. They are 
passionate people: combining broad-mindedness, 
sincerity and the strength of the Russian aotfl.

Since the start of 1981. Riga, 
the Soviet furniture manufac- 
lureri, In cooperation with the 
Yugoslav firm Slmpo, produce 
monthly 600 sets or furniture 
"Renate" and '‘Sabine'*.
